FARM PRODUCTS 


CALLED SUCCESS 


Iowa (Growers Picket Roads 
Leading To Le Mars To 
Boost Prices. 


. New Royal Heir

Le Mars, Iowa, Aug. 15 (A P I- 
Armed deputies rode produce trucks 
into this western Iowa town Sun* 
day as the mid-west farm strike en­ 
tered its second week. 
The strike, sponsored by Milo 
Reno, president of the Iowa Farm ­ 
ers' union, has met with its most 
popular support in this marketing 
center. 
All highways leading to the city 
are being picketed by thei embattled 
farmers bent upon boosting prices 
by 
withholding produce from 
the 
market. 
One dairyman was man-handled 
Thursday and a truckload of milk 
he was taking to market was dum p­ 
ed out. Numerous other truckers 
have been halted and forced to re­ 
turn to farms with their produce. 
Called Meeting For Sunday 
Reno Sunday termed the strike a 
success and issued a call to farm ­ 
ers’ representatives in virtually all 
mid-western 
state 
to 
attend 
a 
meeting in Des Moines today for the 
purpose of extending the 
“selling 
holiday.” 
He claims that already farmers in 
western Iowa are being offered bet­ 
ter prices and credits a 10-cent ad­ 
vance in hog values to the move­ 
ment.
